which the Sultan, if he pleased, could maintain an additional force of nine lakhs of 


men. The whole of this money is, however, solely applied to religious purposes. 


The daily tolls collected at a bridge, built by Her Royal Highness the mother 0 
the Sultan, amount to about Rs. 10,000, the whole of which is expended in the 
treatment of sick persons. What has struck the writer most is that since he 
has been at Constantinople he has not found, though he sought a good deal, a 
single beggar. The writer then. speaking of the large number of steam boats 
which ply within the limits of the town, and that of railway companies existing 
there, observes that the private munificence of no other sovereign in the world 1: 
as large aud universal as that of His Majesty the Sultan. Hardly a month 
passes without His Majesty making a grant out of his own pocket to relieve the 
distress of some suffering people in one or another far-off part of the world.

tahsil than his khansdma or cook asks the Tahsildée to supply him with such and 
such a number of fowls, eggs and quails for his “ Sahib” It the Tahsildér has not 


collected those things in the required number, he must get them from the people b 
some means or other, and he cannot avoid practising oppression in doing this, The 
prices of these articles have, of course, neither been ever paid before, nor will the 


be ever paid hereafter. The Tahsildar does not command a royal treasury 80 as {o | 


himself pay off the prices ; for if he were really rich, he would not have accepted the 
Government service, or rather slavery. The commandant of a military force on the 
march similarly compels the Tahsilddrs to oppress the people in supplying provisions 
tu his camp. The writer has seen with his own eyes the tahsili chaprdsis and even 
Tahsilddrs and Deputy Colle¢tors practising oppression on the people in order to 
supply provisions to the camp of Sir Charles Crosthwaite,.the late Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of the N.-W. P. and Oudh. The supplies, previously collected in the districts 
which Sir Charles had first announced his intention to visit, but which he after- 
wards cut out from his programme of tour, were not returned to those persons from 
whom they had been taken (gratis), but used up by the inferior officers (of tahsils), 
Carts and coolies are also impressed into service on the occasion ‘of official tours and 
military marches. The remuneration allowed is not, in the first place, sufficient. 
Secondly, neither cartmen nor coolies like to serve civil officers or soldiers and be 


ill-treated and oppressed by them. The Tahsildars, it would thus seem, are trained, 


as it were, in the art of oppression in being made to supply provisions to the camps of 


officers. The fact is that the very principle on which the supplies are collected 1s rot-_ 


ten and mischievous. Why should the supplies be collected at all through Tahsfldérs! 
Arrangements can easily be made by the Commissariat Department to supply prow- 
sions to a marching army at its ‘halting stages. As regards civil officers they can 
arrange for their supplies direct with respectable residents of the place on payment of 
full price through their private servants The rules made by Sir Charles Crosthwaite 
regulating the supply of camp provisions do not go far enough and are quite 
inadequate to stop oppression on the poor people. The system of touring was 
introduced with the object of béféfiting the people, but it has proved a great 
curse to them on account of the oppressive manner in which provisions are collected 
from them for the camps of the touring officers. ‘The people have literally come to 
shudder at the very mention o! a threatened tour of an officer.

The condi- 
tion of heavy freight will throw a large number of pilgrim vessels owned by Khoja 
and Boahra Muhammadans at Bombay out of employment, and as no English shi 
uke third-class passengers, @ large number of Muhammadans will, in future, be 
grevented from undertaking pilgrimage to Mecca on aecount of the increased rate of 
fire they shall have now to pay. Seeondly, pressure ought to be put on Turkey to 
give up the fee it levies from pilgrims while detained in quarantine at. Kamran, so. 
sto reduce the charges of the journey to the pilgrims to.some extent. Thirdly, there 
sno need for requiring a ship to provide hospital accommodation for five per cent. of 
the pigrims it carries; .for when a contagious disease breaks out in a ship, no 
gparation of the affected from the. non-affected proves of any use, as long as all of 
them are on the same deck and have the same surroundings.

Secondly, the provisions of the Bill throw impediments in the 
perfurmance ofa religiousduty by Musalmans, which is not proper, and is calculat- 
ed to engender disaffection among them, an important community. Thirdly, cholera 
(generally) breaks out among the pilgrims while they are undergoing quarantine 
at Kamran. This would incline one to attribute the outbreak to the unsalubri- 
waness of the climate of Kamran itself. Fourthly, Islim does not consider any dis- 
use to’ be contagious, and enjoins the pilgrimage to Mecca as a duty on its followers. 
Both these are among the articles of the Muhammadan éreed, and no Muhammadan 
would care for a law that interferes with his creed. The proposed law is thus an 
uttack on the:articles of the Muhammadan faith, and might compel the Muhammadan 
community te swerve from their allegiance te Government. Sixthly, Government 
st made a mistake in deputing Dr. Cunningham to the Paris Conference, and is 
how going to pass the law, while no Indian member is present in the Supreme 
begislative Council.
